WASHINGTON — (AP)— Sen- 


ators voted today to give the 
White House general control over 
:he new $7,499,000,000 foreign aid 
program. 


Rejecting a house-approved pro- 


posal to turn the program over to 
a separate, mutual security agen- 
cy, the senate foreign relations 
and armed aerviccs committees 
voted 19 to 1 to divide authority 
among, the Pentagon, State de- 
partment and the Economic Co- 
operation Administration (ECA). 


Any policy dispute, however, 


would be settled,by the president 
himself, an individual he desig- 
nates for that job or by a three- 
member advisory'board which he 
would name. 


The arbitrators would have no 


connection with any other govern- 
ment department and would oper- 
ate from the White House. 


Previously 
President Truman 


had acted to give Secretary of 
State Acheson policy direction of 
the program. 


The senate • committees' action 


would bar Acheson from this role, 
as well as Ambassador W. Avcrcll 
Harriman, Truman's foreign policy 
advisor, unless he severed his con- 
nection with the State depart- 
ment. 


The committees made their de- 


cision on administration of the aid 
program after going along with 
the house in clipping $1,000,100.- 
000 off the 
$8,500,000,000

which Truman had sought for it. 


Truman Calls 
For Stronger 
Price Controls 
Terms Amendment 
By Sen. Capehart 
Economic Boobytrap 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Presi- 


dent Truman asked congress again 
today for stronger price controls, 
and denounced as "an economic 
boobytrap" one provision of the 
law passed by the legislators only 
three weeks ago. 


This sharp phrase was directed 


at the Capehart amendment, a 
provision whicn Senator Capehart 
(R-Ind) got into the present law. 
It requires that price ceilings must 
take into account all increases in 
costs since the outbreak of the 
Korean war. 


Rend To Senate 


The president's message was 


read only in the Senate, the House 
having quit earlier in the day 
until Sept. 12. 


Besides elimination of the Cape- 


hart amendment, Mr. Truman also 
asked specifically for repeal of 
the Herlong and the Butler-Hope 
amendments. 


The first, sponsored by Rep. 


Herlong (0-Fla) requires that dis- 
tributors be allowed pre-Korean 
markups on goods. 


The' second, by Senator- BuUer 


(R-Neb) and Rep. Hope ,XR4Un); 
prohibit* -slaughter quotas; 
* 


By fixing quota* under the old 


law, the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion could tell each slaughterer 
how many meat animals he could 
kill. 


Law* Will Do Hardship 


If the three amendments stand, 


Mr. Truman said "they will do the 
greatest damage to our price con- 
trols and create the most hard- 
ship for our people.' 


"Action should be taken now to 


change the new low to prevent 
needless price increases. I urge 
the congress not to wait until 
irreparable damage has been done 
to our economy. It should act 
.promptly to take out of the act 
the new amendments that unnec- 
essarily raise price ceilings."

(AP)—The Communists call- 
ed off the Korean armistice 
talks "from now on" Thurs- 
day on a bombing charge 
which the United Nations 
command said was a complete 
frameup. 


The Reds, in a dramatic 


night time maneuver, accused 
an allied plane of bombing 
Kaesong, site of the deadlock- 
ed negotiations. 


In a sharp statement issued in 


Tokyo at 9 a.m. Thursday, (EST) 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway said the 
Allies made no such bombing, and 
that the timing: showed the Com- 
munists had decided to break off 
the talks even before they made 
their trumped-up complaint. 


The U. N. commander's state- 


ment called it "a frame-up staged 
from first to last.". 


An investigating American offi- 


cer said the evidence he wa* 
shown in the early morning black- 
ness was "ridiculous." 


North Korea's Pyongyang radio 


said the Reds would consider the 
Allies don't want to continue truce 
talks unless the U.N. command 
makes a "satisfactory and'sincereSi 
reply" to Red charges of neutral- 
ity violations.

British to Give Iran Another 
Chance to Open Iran Oil Talks

LONDON, (AP)—A foreign of-, 


flee spokesman said today Britain 
has decided to give Iran another 
opportunity to reopen the critical 
discussions on the future of the 
billion dollar Anglo-Iranian Oil 
company. 


The British made clear they 


will stay put for the time being 
in Abadan, center of the giant oil 
industry that produces around 
500,000 barrels a day—a vital 
source of Western Europe's de- 
fense needs. 
• The spokesman said the new 
bid to reopen the talks will be 
based on the previous recommen- 
dations drawn up by W. Avcrell 
Harriman, the American trouble- 
shooter In Iran. These formed the 
basis for the talks just concluded. 


Break On Management 


The breakdown after 19 days of 


talks between the British and 
Iranians came over management 
of day to day operation* at the 
billion dollar Abtdia nteaty. TIM 


refinery was taken over from the 
British-controlled Anglo - Iranian 
Oil company by nationalization. 


The real obstacle to agreement 


appeared to be Iran's fear that 
British management would be a 
revival of the Anglo-Iranian com- 
pany in another guise. 


Each 'side blamed the other for 


the collapse, but Britain's ruddy- 
faced bluff-talking Richard Stokes 
was the one who made concessions 
during the talks. 


Won't Retreat

bright pebbles.

Top- 
ping the pool are red, yellow and 
lavender water lilies with their 
flat green leaves. Frogs dive off 
big rocks. 
The garden can be 


illuminated at night. 


One thing puzzles Testo, who is 


an inventor and machine tool de- 
signer and is curious about me- 
chanics —even fish mechanics. At 
night, the lamp is lit and it at- 
tracts bugs. The fish circle the 
lamp to have a bite of bug. 


But the little goldfish always 


circle the lamp counterclockwise. 
Testo is very curious about this 
habit. His cooling device created 
his hobby of water 
gardening, 


and now his hobby i« creating a 
scientific problem.

We Must Foil Kremlin's Plan to 


Wreck San Francisco Parley 


With commendable speed the United States acted to 


spike at the start Russia's obvious plan to wreck the Japa- 
nese treaty at San Francisco. 
The Kremlin has formal notice that the coming meeting 


is a final conference for the "concluding" and signing of the 
pact. Neither we nor any major power associated with the 
treaty drafting intend at this stage to allow the Russians to 
re-open negotiations on detailed terms. 
This is admirable resolve. But we must lay careful plans 


to meet every trick Moscow may conceive. We must assure 
not only that the Soviet Union does not wreck the treaty but 
that it does not so twist events at San Francisco as to gam 
an important propaganda victory. 
. 
. 


Almost certainly Russia will protest that it is being 


frozen out without a hearing. This, of course, is not the 
case. John Foster Dulles had three meetings with Jacob 
Malik on the progress of negotiations. It was Malik who 
broke off the talks. Earlier, the Russians repeatedly had 
hamstrung all efforts to begin framing a treaty. They did 
not take part because they did not want a pact to be'drawn. 


We should be ready at San Francisco with the whole 


history of Russia's relation to Japanese treaty discussions, 
from the moment World War II ended. And we should not 
hesitate to remind the world that Moscow joined the war 
against Japan exactly one week before it ended.

Martin Dies, Leader in Fight Against Reds, Takes Case 


of Texas Girls vs. Social Security 


(COPYB1OHT, 1MD. KING FEATURES SYNDICATE. INC.) 


NEW YORK. Aug. 21—Martin Dies, who pioneered the fight 


against the Communist treachery and then suddenly dropped out of 
politics, has Uken the case of the Marshall girls of Marshall. Texas, 
in their revolution against the social security tax on household and 
yard help. Dies is now running for the nomina- 
tion in 1952 to succeed old Tom Connally in the 
senate. He has made 221 speeches so far to a f.

Jr., of Dallas, the collector of internal revenue for the district, de- 
manding the return of the money. He will also demand public hear- 
ings of the arguments which would give him a chance to sound off 
against the constitutionality of the social security tax on employers 
and the withholding process generally. 
Campbell undoubtedly will 


refuse to give up the money and Dies then will go into the District 
court as the first step toward the Supreme court. Campbell can 
deny'a hearing on the application and just turn it down flat. 
After 


all. the treasury realizes that this law is a turkey and Campbell 
knows that Dies will be making political medicine for his own candi- 
dacy. Naturally, as an administration man, the collector can't be 
expected to oblige Mr. pies. 


But it will not take'Dies long. 


to get the case into court and I taking 
of the test, 


there he can swing out into space 
and use the honorable court for a 
political ally. 


"We will charge that the treas- 


ury has been guilty of embezzle- 
ment of all this 'money as trus- 
tee," 
Mr. Dies said, "because 


everybody knows there isn't a 
dollar in the social security fund 
because Roosevelt and Truman 
have just been squandering it as 
fast as it came in and then squan- 
dering the money they got by 
selling bonds to replace the money 
they had squandered already. We 
will show that they squandered 
millions on potatoes and eggs and 
passed this addition to the orig- 
inal act to cover the household 
and yard help so as to get some 
more money to embezzle. And, 
of course, we "are going to show 
that this law tries to compel these 
women to perform, clerical work 
as tax collectors against their 
will, which is involuntary servi- 
tude, and without pay. That is 
unconstitutional and they know 
it. They are scared to death of 
this case because the whole with- 
holding process will come down 
in the crash. They are never go- 
ing to ask for the criminal pen- 
alties.

A true story (with the circum- 


stances changed so that there >s 
no possibility 
of Identification) 


shows what can go wrong unless 
adoption is carefully worked out 
in advance. 
Mr. and Mrs. A., 


with limited income, already had 
three children and were expecting 
another. 


They decided that when the ex- 


pected child was born they would 
place it immediately for adoption 
and tell their relatives and friends 
that the child had died at birth. 
They 
carried out their plan 


through an 
attorney, but three 


months later the same attorney 
phoned them to say that they must 
take back the child because the 
adopting parents had just taken 
the child to a pediatrician who had 
found that the child was feeble- 
minded. 


In this case, too hasty and in- 


considered action caused 
great 


difficulty and pain of mind to 
both the natural 
and 
adopting 


parents, and the child was nol 
helped because it had to be placed 
in an institution anyway, where 
it should have gone in the first 
place. 


Many other examples of unde- 


sirable adoptions are in the files 
of welfare agencies 
throughoul 


the country. 
Grief and physical 


collapse resulting from undesir- 
able adoptions have been by no 
means rare. One can only guesi 
at the numbers of innocent chil 
dren who have suffered through 
being placed in the wrong families 
where conflict 
and 
differences 


have brought an unhappy child 
hood.

Second Mental 
Exam Planned 
For Draftees 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— The 


army said today new tests, start- 
ing in January, will be given to 
draftees who have flunked pre- 
induction mental examinations. 


The army said that up to July, 


249,684 draft registrants had fail- 
ed the armed forces qualification 
test (AFQT), the written exam 
given all draftees and enlistees be- 
fore they go into service. It is 
distinct from the deferment test 
recently given college students. 


Some Over 26 


Some of those who 
flunked 


qualification 
exams 
have now 


passed their 26th birthdays. But 
under an interpretation of the new 
draft law by Selective Service, P- 
Fs who were not yet 26 on June 
19, 1951, can be ordered for a re- 
test by their draft boards even if 
now over 26. 


Extend Age Limit 


The new draft law, signed on 


that date, provides that those 
then or later deferred will remain 
draft liable until age 35. 


The army said the draft rejec- 


tion rate for the year following 
the Korean outbreak was 35.1 per 
cent compared to a World War II 
rate of 22.7 per cent for the same 
19 through 25 draft age groups. 


The AFQT tests alone accounted 


for 15.2 per cent o£ these rejec- 
tions, the army said. 


The remaining rejections were 


for administrative reasons (one 
per cent), a combination mental 
and physical reasons (3.9 per cent) 
and neuropsychiatric (two per 
cent).

Beef Price Ceilings May Rise 
Despite Earlier Plamid Drop 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — Beef 


price ceilings may go up a cent 
or two a pound on many cuts in- 
stead of being reduced a dime at 
the government had planned. 


Meat industry officials got word 


of the contemplated price boosts 
from aides of price controls boss 
Michael V. DiSalle and expected to 
get further details today at a 
meeting with DiSalle himself. 


Some Cut* 


Housewives probably will have 


to pay the penny or two extra a 
pound for beef round cuts. 
But 


ceilings on hamburger are likely 
to remain unchanged and some 
few price cuts on loin and rib cuts 
are expected. 


But Office of Price Stabilization 


(OPS) officials made it clear to 
industry leaders at a meeting yes- 
terday that there will be a gen- 
eral boost in beef prices. They 
said the higher prices are requir- 
ed under the new defense produc- 
tion act to compensate the indus- 
try for lagging cattle by-product 
yields.

•The new law. under which mo- 


bilization officials have said living 
costs may go up five to eight per 
cent, requires ceilings to be fixed 
so that normal profit margins arc 
preserved. 


Hides Below Celling 


Officials said prices for cattle 


hides now are about 25 per cent 
below ceilings and tallow prices 
about 33 per cent under ceilings, 


so greater profits from beef are 
needed to preserve the industry's 
profit position. Tallow and hide 
ceilings are to be adjusted down- 
ward when the beef price boosts 
go into effect—probably 
in 
a 


month or two. 


Earlier this year DiSalle launch- 


ed a beef price cutting program, 
involving a series of rollbacks, de- 
signed to lower beef prices by a 
dime-a-pound this autumn. 
The 


meat industry argued that his pro- 
gram would discourage beef pro- 
duction and congress barred furth- 
er beef price cuts.

Mac Calls on 
Japs to Guard 
Against Reds 


NEW YORK, (AP)—Gen. Mac- 


Arthur, in a letter to Japanese 
Prime Minister Shigeru Yoshida, 
has called for "adequate security 
forces" to protect Japan against 
the threat of outside attack. 


The letter, dated Aug. 20 and 


made public today, also predicts 
that the Japanese nation, under 
the terms of the peace treaty, will 
join the free world in combatting 
Communism. 


"The devious advances of In- 


ternational Communism must be 
firmly repelled as a threat to in- 
ternal peace and the national se- 
curity," the former supreme com- 
mander in Japan said. Ho'added: 


"To such end,' so long as exist- 


ing international, tensions exist 
in Asia, adequate security forces 
should be maintained to safeguard 
Japan's internal peace against any 
threatened external attack." 


Mac Arthur's letter was in re- 


sponse to a July 13 note from the 
prime minister which expressed 
gratitude for the general's efforts 
in behalf of an early peace treaty 
for Japan. 


The general advocated eight 


principles as basic to "healthy 
national progress." 


One of those principles was the 


maintenance of security forces in 
Japan. 


The general did not say whether 


the forces should consist of Ameri- 
can or Japanese troops.

Cadet Athletes Not Favored, 
Pegler Found in 1929 Tour 


And Most Football Graduates Stay 
In Service, He Finds in Documents 


In view of the current interest in news from West 
Point, The Dixon Evening Telegraph is reprinting this 
series by Westbrook Pegler about the U. S. Military 
Academy, which originally appeared in 1920. This is the 
last of six articles:

For a time I lay sorting the de- 


tail, the general information, the 
impressions of my day at the mili- 
tary academy. It was easy to be- 
come infatuated with a school, a 
ball club, even a prize fighter when 
the camp is thrown open to you 
and people are lavishly civil for a 
purpose, whatever 
the purpose, 


The big football captain lay still 
as a dead man on his upper shelf, 
He had been especially frank, for 
when I asked him if he intended to 
stay in the army he had said no. 


"Sometimes," he said, "a man 


is allowed to resign on the ground 
of exceptional circumstances, 
probably will apply for permission 
to resign soon after I get my com- 
mission. We're supposed to serve 
four years as officers, but the pay 
isn't much and my family may 
need me." 


Accumulates Documents 


During the afternoon I had ac- 


cumulated among a hundred docu- 
ments a list showing that in 37 
years only five football player 
had resigned from the army-imme- 
diately on graduation. Only eight 
had resigned after two years, two 
after three years, six at the end of 
four years' service and 18 more 
after service of more than four 
years, a total of 39 who won their 
"A's" in football and abandoned 
the profession of arms, out of a 
total of 299. 


Elmer Oliphant, a seven-yea 


man in football, three years a star 


at Purdue anc'. four years at West 
Point, served 
four years 
after 


raduation. Ed Garbisch, captain 


in 1924, was allowed to resign, 
having married a lady with busi- 
ness interests so large that they 
needed his management. I don't 
know about that one. If the excep- 
tional circumstances sound strange 
:o you, you may think what you 
will of them but the fact remains 
that the great majority of West 
Point football players continue to 
serve in the army after their grad- 
uation. 


Jackson Spoke Early 


In 
this 
connection, 
Andrew 


Jackson wrote in his first message 
to congress that "such graduates 
as may not pursue the profession 
of arms will be scarcely less use- 
ful as citizens." 


"Their knowledge will be em- 


ployed in the militia service,",, ha 
wrote, "and secure to that class 
of trops advantages which belong 
to standing armies." Now consider 
the notable football men who 
might have played for the Army 
team but didn't play for various 
periods of time because their in- 
structors couldn't certify them to 
the squad. 


Not Allowed to Play 


Now all members of the varsity 


or the B squad who are ruled off 
for deficiency are sent down to the 
director of intramural 'athletics, 
but even they are not allowed to 
play. Instead, they are set to 
coaching the class and company 
teams, which gives them the phys- 
ical benefit of drudging exercises 
but denies them the pleasure ot 
competition. 


Here is where the West Point 


cadet is played under a special 
handicap, rather than favored. A 
football man at Yale, ruled off 
the squad for scholastic troubles, 
may concentrate on his studies 
during his spare time. But at West 
Point a player thus ruled off is not 
allowed to devote the athletic hour 
to study. Athletics is compulsory 
and he must make up the deficien- 
cy in studies by cramming during 
the regular alloted periods.

"About the seventh or eighth 


round I thought I had things un- 
der control, but he scared me 
every round," said Maxim after- 
wards. 


"I felt very strong, but I just 


, didn't have that little teeny zip 
you need," said Murphy. "I had 
him sick plenty of times. If it 
hadn't been for the ropes he would 
h'ave gone down in the first round, 
and if he had gone down I think 
I might have finished him." 


Eye Almost Closed 


From the fifth round on Mur- 


phy fought with his right eye 
almost dosed, peering grotesquely 
out of his left but wading in 
fearlessly, and taking repeated 
sharp combination punches to the 
head and body. Murphy wanted to 
fight at close range and was will- 
ing- to take cruel punishment to 
do so. Maxim managed to keep 
him at a distance at least half 
the time, and hurt him both from 
short and long range. 


• There was no argument over 
the decision. Referee Ruby Gold- 
stein scored it 10 rounds for Max- 
im, three for Murphy and two 
even; the judges, Harold Barnes 


and Charley Shorten, made it 10- 
5; the Associated Press scored it 
11-4. 


Why He Was Favored 


The reason Murphy was the big 


favorite was simple. Last May 30, 
Maxim, swollen up to 181 Vi pounds, 
was mercilessly beaten by the then 
heavyweight champion, Ezzard 
Charles. He needed oxygen after- 
wards. He got down to 173 % 
pounds for this fight, one pound 
lighter than Murphy, And it look- 
ed like too great a strain. 


Everyone knew Maxim was a 


Skilled boxer, but Murphy had 
shown such ability to absorb two 
punches for a chance to land one 
that it was generally figured that 
towards the end of the fight Max- 
im would tire and finally go down 
under the sailor's hammering in- 
fighting. 


He Took It All 


The surprise came when Maxim 


took all that Murphy could throw, 
held him off in neat and artistic 
fashion, made him swing wild, 
and peppered his head and body. 
Maxin did not escape unhurt. He 
was bleeding at the nose after the 
first round, and his left hand was 
damaged early in the fight. 


"I never did think I could knock 


him out," said Maxim in heart- 
felt tribute to his tough foeman. 


As for Murphy, he was cheerful 


In defeat even though his right 
eye was closed tight, hidden under 
an egg shaped mass of purple. He 
plans a long vacation from the 
ring. 


Maxim Now King 


The promotional

MILAN, Italy—(NEA)—A Chinese worker who fled the 


Red terror of his native land says the Communist regime 
kills or imprisons everyone it distrusts and exploits to the 
limit the people it trusts. 


The worker is Wang Chung, who was a delegate to the 


Milan convention of the International Confederation of Free 
Trade Unions. His eyewitness account, one of the first ever 
to emerge from today's Red China, was given to the delegates. 
. Only a little more than a month 
ago, Wang was in China. He made 
his way out by disguising himself 
as a small-town peddler, contact- 
ing hideouts of the 
resistance 


movement "and eventually crawl- 
ing over the Hong Kong border 
under bristling barbed wire and 
Communist gunfire. - 


In pre-Communist China, he de- 


clares,, the working hours were 
eight 'to nine a day. The Reds 
boosted them to 10 and 12. China's 
entry into the Korean War pushed 
them even higher, to a maximum 
of 16 a day.A skilled machinist, 
Wang describes his life: 


"I remember that for months 


on end last winter I did not even 
have a chance to speak with my 
wife and kids. I was off for work 
at six in the morning when they 
were still in bed. I finished work 
at nine at night, and immediately 
there was a two or three hour 
session in a group (political) 
meeting. When I returned at mid- 
night the family was already 
sound asleep." 


Wages were not increased pro- 


portionately with hours, he adds. 
Quite the reverse. In 1947 Wang 
drew 600 pounds of rice a month 
for nine hours' work a day. This 
year, under Red rule, he got 200 
pounds for 16 hours. But even 
this was only the nominal pay. 
After deducting taxes, duties, and 
various "voluntary" contributions 
he took home from 100 to 150 
pounds of rice a month. 


One hundred pounds of rice, 


says Wang, is barely enough for 
two bowls of very thin rice por-

way into every labor union and 
converted them all into "agencies 
of the secret police, which has 
brought to my country a frightful 
reign of terror." 
. The chief union aims now are 
to compile a black list of all anti- 
Communist elements in a par- 
ticular factory, and to hold fre- 
quent mass meetings at which 
union leaders strike out names 
(marking men for death) when 
the list grows too long. 


Adds Wang: 
"I remember some of the meet- 


ings in which some of the resist- 
ance fellows were condemned to 
death with a great many innocent 
workers. Later on, when there 
were too many 'suspicious' ele- 
ments, the Communist agents 
sent in the names'to the secret 


police, who arrested them and shot 
them at will. 


"I used to tremble at nights 


when police vans drove up to my 
doorstep, or when my neighbors' 
doors were knocked on in the 
small hours before dawn."

Grant and his family rented the 
two-story homo for S100 a year 
when the future president was 
clerking in his father's leather 
goods store in Galena. The build- 
Ing now is owned by Galena's 
mayor Roy Logan. 


Established in 1S19, Galena was 


for years the hub of the old North-' 
west territory, the scene of gala 
society balls and noisy riverfront 
brawls. 


River Shrunk 


Along the levee, Negro rousta- 


bouts once sang as the loaded 
Mississippi packets with grain and 
crudely-smelted lead. The river 
has shrunk to a silver thread now, 
but the old warehouses still stand 
within the massive flood gates. 


The old custom house, the mar- 


ket house and the DcSoto hotel 
where Lincoln once spoke from a 
balcony still are on view. And 
clinging at every level and angle 
to the hills above the rivera.arc 
the mansions built by mining 
kings and merchant princes. Tuck- 
ed between are the more modest 
dwellings of miners, bricklayers 
and cigar makers.

The colonial-style home of EHhu 


Washburnc. Grant's secretary of 
state and minister to France, Is 


among the nine homes to be open- 
ed to visitors.

This building fea- 
tures Japanese wallpaper made of 
grass. On display in the Felt man- 
sion will be invitations to White 
House functions as much a part 
of history as Galena itself.

ian institution, the National Geo- 
graphic society and the Austra- 
lian govenment in 1948. 


The painted skulls, says Frank 


M. Setzler, head curator of an- 
thropology for the National mu- 
seum, are often carried about by 
a close relative of the deceased, 
or suspended from a tree limb 
near a camp. The belief is that 
possession of the skull will attract 
the dead person's spirit.
